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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office Action is in response to the RCE filed 28 April 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. Claim 38 discloses a region of pair of thin films between 

sidewall and substrate, a remaining region of pair of thin films and a surface region 

of substrate. It is unclear what the remaining region of the pair of thin films is whether it 

is the same region under the sidewall and substrate or something separate. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 37 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Applicant's Prior Art (Fig. 1). 
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Applicant's Prior Art (Fig. 1) discloses a semiconductor device that contains a 
substrate (1 ), a gate wiring layer (3) formed on one major surface of the substrate, an 
insulating film (2) interposed between substrate and gate wiring layer and covering a 
side surface of gate wiring layer, a pair of thin films (10) arranged on two sides of the 
gate wiring layer and a gate sidewall (4) formed on pair of thin films covering side 
surface of gate wiring layer and made of an insulator. In regards to the thin films being 
formed epitaxially, a "product by process" claim is directed to the product per se, no 
matter how actually made, In re Hirao and Sato et a/., 190 USPQ 15 at 17 (CCPA 1976) 
(footnote 3). See also In re Brown and Saffer, 173 USPQ 685 (CCPA 1972): In re Luck 
and Gainer, 177 USPQ 523 (CCPA 1973); In re Fessmann, 180 USPQ 324 (CCPA 
1 974); and In re Marosi et al. } 21 8 USPQ 289 (CAFC 1 983) final product per se which 
must be determined in a "product by, all of 1 claim, and not the patentability of the 
process, and that an old or obvious product, whether claimed in "product by process" 
claims or not. Note that Applicant has the burden of proof in such cases, as the above 
caselaw makes clear. Even though product -by [-] process claims are limited by and 
defined by the process, determination of patentability is based upon the product itself. 
The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the 
product in product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the 
prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product is made by a different 
process." In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985)(citations omitted)." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 30-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 30-36 
are allowable because prior art does not show alone or in combination along with other 
limitations of the independent claim, the gate electrode, gate wiring layer, source 
electrode, drain electrode having upper surface levels equal or lower than the upper 
surface of the device isolation insulating film.
